climate, and favoring an equally creat variety 
of productions, fits it to become the home of 
a great, prosperous, magnificent people, and 
to enable them to cope, in healthful progress.

_ As soon as a New England man enters the 
South, many things strike him as peculiar. 
He no longer sees a dark-colored, alluvial- 
— looking soil, but one tinged with red clay.— 
The very earth seems blushing or rouged. 
and the pools and often the streams look gory. 
Another peculiarity of aspect is, that save 
the oceasional ranges of mountains, the de- 
viations of the land from a general level, are 
in the main by interspersed valleys and cuts, 
rather than by interspersed hills and bulks. 
Starting from the prevailing altitude of the 


lands in New England your principal inter- 


_tuptions and departures from that will be in 
climbing over hills; in the South, as also in 
the West, in going through valleys. Aceord- 
ingly the former appears more uneven than it 

is, for on every side hills arrest the vision: 
and the latter, less so, for the valleys are out 
of sight till you come upon them. 

Again, one accustomed to the small en- 
closures we are wont to see inthe North, ean- 
not fail to mote the hnuee. lazv-looking fields, 
lying stretched out and basking in the sun in 
the South.

Notes of Travel in the Mines. 


Forest Hitt is three miles above Yan- 
“kee Jim’s, on the ridge, and at the head of 
Devil's Caiion. Sarahsville, a mile and a 
half beyond, is on the slope dipping to the 
Middle Fork. At both of these places, neh 
‘hill diggings have been found and worked at 
times with great success. The numerous 
| tunnels piercing the hills, and the exhumed 
earth attest the labor already expended and 
in prosecution at these points. 
Crossing Voleano Caion and continuing 
some four miles, we come to Bird's Valley. 
small in extent, containing some enclos- 
ed fields, and one or two promising gardens, 
watered by springs from the hills. Here is 
the residence of Senator Tuttle and family. 
This gentleman contemplates planting an or- 
| chard and vineyard at this spot, and otherwise 
| improving and ornamenting his grounds.— 
| Wherever rich soil and water can be found 
together in the mountains, as in this case.one 
wil be amply remunerated for any expense 
incurred in introducing the vine and fruit 
tree. We are confident that they will flour- 
ish well in such locations, and yield a large 
income to their owners. 
growing in this region, which were very thrit- 
ty and well loaded with grapes. A tine fruit 
garden among the hills. set ina grove of 
pines, and watered from) mountain” springs, 


~. where the air is always pure, and the climate 
always agreeable, and whose income is am-

Across this and seven miles from Yan- 
kee Jim’s is lowa Hill, a place of seme re- 
nown for its rich hill diggings. It isa nar- 
row ridge of ground, one side of which slopes 
half or three quarters of a mile to the North 
Fork. Tunnels are running in under the 
town from either side of the ridge in pursuit 
of the rich lead of gold, which in one claim 
here has yielded an immense amount, and 
given the place a reputation for rich diggings 
quite unparalled. The Jamison claims, 14 
of 80 feet square, and now belonging to a 
company of ten individuals, have yielded al- 
ready, us stated by one of this company, 
$130,000, and $80,000 since last March.— 
Two hundred and twelve ounces were taken 
out in one day? Other claims have also 
been discovered rich at this point, all of 
which has resulted in drawing together here 
a large population, and in building up a fine 
mountain village. Many intelligent families 
have gathered here, and a school numbering 
many children is in successful operation — 
The Methodists are now erecting a church, 
and a minister preaches to them about once 
in two weeks. | | 
Independence Hill is a new and enterpris-. 
iny settlement one inile above. One mile in 
another direction is Richardson Hill, contain- 
inga store and some half dozen houses.— 
Beyond this-some two miles is Mobile Hill, 
and many are the * Hills” in this region cov- 
ered with mining settlements. The last men- 
tioned, on a narrow ridge between New York 
and Refngze Cafons, atlords a pleasant site 
for the town now rapidly springingup. — All 
these places are at present dull for wantof wa- 
ter, but the winter rains must bring in an im- 
mense population to develop the inexhausti- 
ble mining resourees of this region between 
the North and Middle Forks of the American 
river, pethaps the richest of any in the State. 


Custom House on the River for the latter 
Territory.

This will in 
time give it some importance, and save it 
from actual aba: donment.

CONTINUED FROM AUGUST IITH. 


Asrorta.—The bar sately crossed, and the 
liver entered, curiosity was on tiptoe to see 
the oldest place in Oregon. A point several 
miles ahead.directly under the starboard bow, 

was pointed out, behind which it lay nestled 
“in the edge of. the woods. 
| Forty years we thought time enough to 
have cleared away more of the dense forest 
that. crowned the surrounding hill tops and 
bordered heavily the very margin of the river: 

But we saw none of the usual signs of conti- 
euity toa large city; nor did we look for 
any. No Brooklyn ferry boats were plying 
back and forth across the broad Columbia.— 
No residences of retired merchants beautified 
the banks of the stream as we approached. 
No smoke of ten thousand chimney tops 
hung in the air above. No hum of busy man- 
ufactures, or ever stirring commeice met us 
inthe distance. Not even a vessel lay at 
anehor off the town. A solitary wreck above 
the town, which marked the burial-place of 
a California fortune, alone told us that aught 
but the eanoe of the Indian had ever disturb- 
ed the river's flow. 

But lo! a house! and yet another. and 
another now appeared beyond the “point. A 
Nag-statl by a small framed building, over 
which floated the stars and. stripes, as if to” 
keep the beholder from feeling lonesome, be- 
tokened a Custom house,an oflicer,and a town 
—somewhere. But the people seemed no- 
where. Not aman, nor horse, nor dog ap- 
peared, as the scattered houses came out to 
view. Not till we had fired our gun abreast 
of the sleepers, did one and another come to 
a door or window, or venture out into the 
green street to see what had disturbed their 
afternoon slumber. This gun was fora tiver 
pilot. the bar pilot here leaving us. 

While waiting, a tine opportunity was im- 
proved to see the town. © Here we percieved 
the truth of the old adage—* A shoe-maker's 
family goes barefoot.” The oldest town in 
Oregon has not awharf! The ocean steamer 
which left a wharf in San Francisco made 
of Columbia river piles, must anchor in the 
stream abreast of the very forest whence 
those piles were taken! On a street running 
at right angles to the river. were a few stores 
and dwellings, mostly substantial frames, 
among which two or three “vere new but un- 
tinished. The street, however, seemed de- 
serted, nota vehicle nor beast of burden of 
any description moving through it, though 
the sun was yettwo hours high. A steam 
saw-mill, however, at the farther end putled 
away, as if doing the breathing for all the 
town. Here, at the edze of the forest, the 
scattered houses took a slow and solemn. 
tum to the east along the river, far enough 
upart to vive the trees a chance to fall be- 
tween them—should some friendly tornado 
cut a road through from the back country to 
| theriver, Which fora whole generation the 
_enterptising people have failed to do. 
| But the search for houses was relieved by 
| one whose thousand pleasant memories al- 
| ways cheer the heart, and relieve the solitude 
of the desert forest. It was a house of God, 
a neat white frame surmounted with a small 
cupola, pleasantly situated ona green slope, 
and from under the shadow of the dark firs, 
looking smilingly off on the beautiful tiver. 
It was one of those ornaments our Methodist 
brethren have ever so industriously erected

Dr. Ayers exhibited drawings of two spe- 


lowing remarks and descriptions : , 
Among the fishes brought to our markets, 
which are included under the common yaine 
Sculpins, we find several quite distinct t¥pes. 
To two of these, represented in the drawings 
now shown, I wish to call the attention of the 
Academy this evening. 3 
Their generic position is, fgr the present, 
somewhat doubtful. They both resemble 
Hemilepidotus in the form of the head and the 
arrangement of its spines, in the distribution 
of the teeth, in the presence of scales,. and 
one of them has also the single dorsal fin, 
the other having two. The arrangement of 
the scales, however, exhibits a feature of dis- 
crepancy ; one of ‘the species has them in 
one broad, longitudinal. stripe, the other in 
three, while Hemilepidotus is characterized by 
the presence of two. These scales are of 
very peculiar form, and by their similarity in 


probable, notwithstanding the other points of 
disagreement, as these points may some of 
them very possibly disappear on comparison 
of specimens of greater numbers than has 
yet been practicable. Rather, therefore, than 
‘introduce a new generic division, we will re- 
tain them under that to which they are most 
nearly allied, at least until opportunity is af- 
forded for further investigation.
